"In Pennsylvania, Brule is 
something of a state hero,'* he 
said. "Scout troops arc named 
after him. The boys idolize 
him. Everyone knows about 
him. But actually, most of his 
life in the wilds was spent in 
the Georgian Bay district. 

"Pennsylvania claims him as a 
hero, a sort of founding father. 
But Ontario, with far greater 
claim on his name-, practically 
ignores him ," he said. He cited 
other instances where district 
historical sites were ignored com- 
pletely. "Yet, it is a known fact 
that tourists travel far to see 
such attractions and by paying 
little heed to them even when 
they are on the front doorstep, 
we are losing a major attraction 
to tourists,"

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An Aurora Opinion 
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It is a good and wise council that can stand on the 
merits of its transactions. A municipal council is sub- 
ject to constant criticism. If it invests funds for im- 
provements there are the voters who always ask "whose 
money do those men think they are spending?" If it 
doesn't contract for necessary improvement others 
invariably howl "What are we paying taxes for?" This 
year's council can be credited with a report of achieve- 
ment worthy of considerable praise and little criticism. 
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Heading the list is, of course, 
the high school at present wider 
construction. Many have shud- 
dered at the by-law. which was 
necessary to raise the funds for 
this building. When it is con- 
sidered that Aurora's share of the 
debenture debt of $600,000 is only 
16 percent and that the fact 
Aurora is a high school area and 
the town itself is bound to bene- 
fit by having the school within 
its town limits, our share is well 
within reason- 
There are still items such as 
the architect's fees which are a 
little hard to swallow, but until 
the Ontario department of educa- 
tion draws up plans that can be 
adapted to any town and not 
necessitate separate fees for each 
new building, the ten percent 
; payable to the architect will have 
; to be taken graciously as a nec- 
essary expenditure- 
Next on the list is the improve- 
- ment in the tannery odor. Coun- 
cillors Glass and Davies, speaking 
at the nomination meeting, agreed 
with the mayor that the nuisance 
is less irritating. However, Coun- 
cillor Davies said, ,: Let us not be 
lulled into a false sense of secur- 
ity. This condition is going to 
cost you money eventually. You 
might as well be prepared for the 
necessity of an addition to our 
disposal plant, or act, in co-oper- 
ation with the Collis Leather Co. 
in having a plant built on its 
property for disposal purposes." 
Aurora's library has been ren- 
ovated. Instead of being anti- 
quated and of little credit to the 
town it is now bright, cheerful 
and well lighted. The new heat- 
ing unit, an expenditure which 
was not in the budget, is now 
an accomplished fact Aurora 
has a building inspector appoint- 
ed by the 1*50 council, a mun- 
icipal employees' retirement pen- 
sion plan and a new fire truck 
on order for delivery as soon as 
possible. This is an impressive 
list of accomplishments. 
It would be impossible to hit 
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a 100 percent record and come out 
at the end of the year with no 
items listed under "unfinished 
business"*. The most vital issue 
which has been carried over for 
a new council to tackle is the 
parking problem. It is to be 
hoped this will not drag along in 
the new year the way it has dur- 
ing the past many months. Don 
Glass as chairman of the parks 
committee, explained to citizens 
attending Monday night's meet- 
ing that this committee had not 
had the time to deal with the 
shiftless appearance of our local 
parks. He recommended that a 
parks foreman be appointed next 
year by the incoming council. 

"It is not that this committee 
was not vitally interested in our 
parks," said Councillor Glass. 
"But it is not feasible to expect 
businessmen to devote the time 
necessary for inspection and rec- 
ommendations for the beautifica- 
tion of these public places/* 

The general overall picture of 
accomplishment would be hard 
to beat in any one year by any 
group of elected members. The 
fact that there has been in coun- 
cil harmony and willing co- 
operation with just sufficient ag- 
itation to keep municipal inter- 
est foremost should be a recom- 
mendation to the voters to return 
members of the present council 
who have qualified.

Robert Patchell, school board 
chairman, said that he and the 
trustees had 'gone over all prop- 
erties in the section for possible 
sites.

Kaponen property at the corner 
of Bayview and the South Road. 

"It has high ground, plenty of 
drainage and a 520* frontage" he 
said . "There is a three-acre pub- 
lic park at the area which was 
donated to the township. The 
property can be purchased for 
$1,500 which amounts to a little 
less than $3 per foot." 

"It is on a hard road which is 
safe for children. The average 
child is five-eighths of a mile 
distant but some will be farther. 
Hart's Store is approximately a 
mile from the school but it would 
be a quarter of a mile closer than 
Oak Ridges school." 

He said that other properties 
nearer the centre of population 
were not suitable for building a 
school.

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GETTING AWAY FROM THE FARM 

Exhibits at the Royal Winter Fair are supposed 
to be representative of the best in Canadian agriculture. 
There is cause to wonder, however, if this is so, partic- 
ularly in the grain competitions. A couple of years ago, 
for example, grain grown in a garden plot in British 
Columbia walked off with championships in Toronto and 
Chicago. The entry could hardly be described as rep- 
resentative of commercial grain growers' crops. 

The same criticism might be applied to plowing 
matches. The work done there has little relation to 
actual plowing on the home farm except insofar as it 
demonstrates in their ultimate perfection the qualities 
required of a good plowman. Then too, recent develop- 
ments suggest that the kind of plowing done at the 
matches is useless in maintaining a healthy soil- 
Grain contests and plowing matches can be dem- 
onstrations of infinite patience and care, but as com- 
petition has become keener, the object of these 
competitions has been farther removed from the agri- 
culture. Surely the rules of entry in such contests can 
be revised so that the contests become again contests 
typical of normal agriculture activity.

Whitchurch and Newmarket councils are to be 
congratulated on the manner in which they accomplished 
the annexation of the land to the west of the town as 
far as Yonge St. The re-arrangement of municipal 
boundaries is often a ticklish matter, and is frequently 
approached with all the finesse of a bull in a china shop. 

There were, of course, circumstances to the annex- 
ation which made it desirable to both parties. The 
area is building up. It would have been folly for 
Whitchurch to meet the cost of services in that area 
when the town is the logical agency for it. But the 
matter might have been held off indefinitely and in a 
few years, become a highly irritable point of conten- 
tion between the two municipalities. 

That it was cleared up now reflects credit on the 
foresight of both parties. 




PROVINCIAL AID DOUBTFUL VALUE 

An adjustment in the amount of the grant that the 
provincial government had earlier assured Newmarket 
to assist payment of the new Prince Charles school has 
raised again the whole question of the benefits of pro- 
vincial aid. The original grant promised the town had 
been for 50 percent. Now it has been reduced to 30 
percent. The fact that grants provided by the province 
can vary 20 percent between the time the work is 
undertaken and its completion says very little for the 
dependability of this kind of aid. 

Municipalities are collecting far less of their share 
of taxes than in the past, and the difference is being 
made up by grants from the province. It is a thoroughly 

undesirable practice. Municipalities are placed at the 
mercy of changes in government and policy. They are 
required to fulfill requirements established by a central 
authority before they can collect this assistance. And 
frequently those requirements pay no heed at all to local 
circumstances. 

An example of this is the recent directive to King 
township from the province about the use of the 
township snowplow. The province paid fiO percent of 
the cost of the plow, as for all road equipment, in keep- 
ing with its system of grants. King has permitted use 
of the plow to clear some of those long farm lanes in 
the hilly land. But now, this has been prohibited by 
the province, and Queen's Park, by its control over 
grants, can make the decree stick. 

There are numerous other local examples of policy 
making for municipalities by a central government in 
Queen's Park, sufficient to raise the oft repeated protest 
that the municipalities are reduced to nothing more 
than rubber stamps for provincial administration. In 
fairness, the province tries to insist upon what is l>est 
in the long run. But what is best from the province's 
viewpoint does not alway* jibe with the local facts. 

The answer is, of course, a redistribution of tax 
powers between all three levels of government, or alter- 
natively a return to the local governments a fair pro- 
portion of the non real estate taxes in lump sums, and not 
as grants for specific purposes as is now the practice. 
The foundation of government in Canada rests uj>on 
the municipal administrations, but as provincial and 
federal governments have grown, that foundation has 
been weakened until the whole administrative structure 
of the country is top heavy. 

It will remain that way until the municipalities 
are permitted to exercise complete jurisdiction over 
their affairs, and given access to the income to support 
their administration. 



NORTH YORK VIEWS AMALGAMATION 

Amalgamation was discussed at at least two nomin- 
ation meetings last week. Toronto's proposal to am- 
algamate with its 18 suburban municipalities is at pres- 
ent waiting the decision of the Board of Municipal 
Affaife after lengthy and hotly debated hearings. 

When Mayor Hiram McCallum, at the urging of the 
provincial government, proposed amalgamation there 
was a fair amount of unanimity in support of the pro- 
posal in the city, and just as consistent opposition to 

it in the county. Now amalgamation has become an 
election issue in the city with a candidate for the 
mayoralty actively campaigning against amalgamation, 
supported on the same issue by several council candi- 
dates, while in the north county at least there is some 
belief that the northern municipalities would possibly be 
better off if they were rid of their southern neighbors. 

Cost, in all its forms, seems to be the deciding 
factor in these views. It was argued, for example, 
at the East Gwillimbury nominations that if the 
county were divided by amalgamation, initial cost to 
the north end municipalities might be higher, but in a 
few years would level off into a more efficient and 
economical administration than the county now offers. 

A factor in this conclusion was this year's argu- 
ments in county council over equalization of assess- 
ment. Northern representatives feel that their 
urbanized neighbors to the south are not giving a fair 
contribution to county levies. A county assessor has 
been proposed, but sor»e of the north feel that if the 
county council can't settle its assessment affairs with- 
out recourse to such an office, the north would be 
better off out of the council entirely. 

Another argument in favor of the partition has 
its roots in the distant past. That is the argument 
that the urban municipalities south of Steele's Corners 
(in a rough division) have little in common with the 
rural north, and the contrastng viewpoints have 
frequently cost the north benefits that would have 
received a more sympathetic hearing in an all-rural 
council. 

• ♦ * . 

The difficulty in making decisions on the benefits 
to the north end of the county should the county be 
partitioned is the lack of complete figures. For ex- 
ample, it was said earlier by the county auditor that 
should the county be partitioned, the cost of adminis- 
tration of the north end as a county unit would be 
double the present county levy at the very least, and 
the cost would increase in the future. Those figures, 
we understand, are now being revised. 

It is a fact that the municipalities excluded from 
Toronto's amalgamation plans have among them only 
14 percent of the population and tho assessment for 
the county, but they have, with other disproportionate 
costs, the maintenance of some 70 percent of the county 
roads. Opponents of amalgamation have nvguod that 
the north end would thus be penalized by amalgamation. 

Some of the present objections to maintaining the 
county as it is arise from tho conduct of affairs in 
the county council. But it could be questioned, how- 
ever, whether this is tho fault of tho county council 
system. It eotlltl Im> the membors of council them- 
selves, and if 'his is so, to call for partition on the 
ground of n dislike of the council would bo fallacious 

reasoning. 

♦ ♦ • 

Toronto's proposal to amalgamate its suburbs 
arose from its need for a vastly increased assessment 
with which to carry its steadily rising maintenance 
coat. Amalgamation will offer temjvovnry relief but 
the same problem of expanding costs and limited 
assessment will arise again as tho city's rate of growth 
continues. We see nothing to ho gained in tho long 
run for the city by amalgamation, 

The answer to the city's financial problem lies 
elsewhere, on a provincial level, Toronto is treated 
as any other municipality in tho payment of grants* 
when in reality, its size sots it apart. It should lw 
given special consideration in keeping with those prob- 
lems. 

It has grown increasingly apparent in tho last 
decade, that growth of a municipality to the sUo of 
Toronto is not a process which should Ito encouraged. 
The emphasis now is on decentralisation, not n further 
concentration of population, assessment and civic 
authority. Amalgamation runs directly counter to 
modern trends. 

The amalgamation issue, shorn of its irrotevaneles, 
comes down finally to a single question to |m> answer- 
ed on a provincial level; Will Toronto's growth Ik> 
curhed and provincial assistanco provided as an alter- 
native to the assessment to he had from amalgamation, 
or will the province take tho easy way out and with 
convenience served instead of common sense, permit 
the city to expand still further? It is a question to 
lw settled in the provincial legislature, not by ita 
agency, tho municipal Mard. 
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"Man," writes Slim Bliggens

They come back crammed full 
of facts and they form opinions 
(delicately moulded to fit the 
present trend in public opinion) 
which they have printed in 
newspapers. 

But not Slim Bliggens, our 
natural born philosopher-artist. 
He abhors public opinion and if 
possible, ignores it. And he 
never writes to or-for the news- 
papers. It is only through your 
favorite cat correspondent that 

the fruits borne by the mind 
of this great thinker ever reach 
the public eye. 

Slim has found a sculptured 
head (a lifelong ambition of his 
in the last two months) and an 
example of some prehistoric 
cave murals. 

'The head," writes Slim, "has 
the same qualities as the head 
of Brancusci. "I don't mean 
Brancusci's own head but rather 
the well known head which 
Brancusci sculpted. Bern' an 
authority on Brancusci's head, 
it is natural that I would detect 
the resemblance." 

Most people know who Bran- 
cusci is. For the benefit of 
those who do not know Bran- 
cusci, your correspondent would 
suggest going to the library 
and looking up an article in the 
January 15 issue, 1944, of "The 
International Review of Sculp- 
tors and Woodcarvers of the 

World".

Mr. Pegg pointed out that for 
this amount, the section was re- 
ceiving schooling for more than 
40 children at a far lower price 
than if a new school had been 

built or if an area had been 

* 

formed.

Preliminary 
work is proceeding on the sew- 
age disposal plant. 

He noted that the town is 
growing and will require more 
water. There has been a daily 
increase of 20,000 gallons over 
last year. Sixty-five new water 
services installed make the total 
in town of 1,350. Planning to 
drill another well at Srigley St. 
Urged full support of conserva- 
tion measures for the watershed 
to ensure water supplies. 

Deputy-Reeve J. L. SpiUette: 
As chairman of the financial 
committee of council, he said that 
the debenture debt was a fair 
indication of the town's position. 
In 1950, debt was $534,321 on an 
assessment of $3 millions, and he 
quoted earlier figures which 
showed. the town to be still far 
below debenture debt peak in the 
1920's. 

Of that debt, $79,700 was 
charged to th-a waterworks de- 
partment; $88,507 was local im- 
provement debts against which 
the town really owed only 40 to 
50 percent of the total; $52,300 
for arena, a sum which will be 
paid by operating revenues; 
$192,522 for public school, a 
large percentage of which, and 
possibly more, is paid by the 
government. 

Touching on amalgamation, he 
said no one would be too upset 
if it came to pass that North 
York municipalities would make 
a tidy unit.

The pave- 
ment resurfacing job will add 
another 15 or 20 years of life 
to our roads. 

Sewage disposal plant is a 
must for this year, and the time 
is coming when we will be con- 
sidering an incinerator as part of 
our disposal system. We are aim- 
ing at the most efficient and 
economical sanitation service 

possible. 

Mr. Paynter: He was happy to

Mr. Doyle as a candidate for 
reeve smd that he was interested 
in the township roads in particu- 
lar. "J would like to compli- 
ment the council and the road 
superintendent on the improve- 
ments in widening roanv town- 
ship roads," he said. 'The im- 
provement to the old Metropoli- 
tan right-of-way is a move in the 
right direction to relieve heavy 
traffic on the lake shore. It 
would be well to have it im- 
proved a bit. 

4, We have a rapidly growing 
summer resort area with more 
cottages every year and more 
traffic. Our roads take quite a 
beating in summer and I think 
if we could use more road oil 
it would be well spent. Some- 
thing is needed as a binder. 
Much gravel is thrown into the 
ditches by traffic and wasted. 
At least 6,000 yards of gravel 
were put on roads this year. 

"Providing the government 
will subsidize part of the oil 
costs I think more use of oil 
would be advisable. Previous- 
ly we got the government to 
subsidize 25 percent for oil and 
50 percent for gravel. If I were 
elected I would try and get a 
greater subsidy for oil. If the 
council graded roads, bought a 
roller to go along with oiling 
and gravelling, the roads would 
last from three to five years with 
a little patching." said Mr. Doyle. 

Miss Lillian Holborn said that 
women should use their influ- 
ence in the civic administration 
by supporting with their votes 
and their voices. 

'Talking creates action," she 
said. **It takes a woman to do a 
good job of housecleaning and I 
say that's what is needed here 
in North Gwillimbury. 

'"Two thirds of the taxpayers 

do not live in the ''uvnship," 
said Miss Holborn. "I do not 
live here myself but I live with- 
in five miles and own property 
within the township which gives 
me the right to stand for elec- 
tion. I have had a business at 
Willow Beach for some time and 
have lived in this part of the 
country for 40 years. 

"My interest has always been 
with the agriculturalists. Once 
I visited all sections of the coun- 
ty at school fairs. One of my 
most earnest efforts will be to 
create a better understanding 
between permanent residents 
and summer residents. There 
will be favoritism to none to the 
full extent of my activity, proper 
assessment adjustments, protec- 
tion of our beautiful lake shore 
drive by preserving natural 
beauty of the township by pro- 
tecting trees and governing their 
removal. 

"I am told we have a hundred 
miles of township roads. That 
means that we have used six 
yards of gravel per mile per 
year, according to Mr. Doyle's 
figures. I don't know whether 
that Is enough or not. 

"Without belittling the mem- 
bers of the police force, I say 
that we have not had enough 
police protection. I think we 
should give all possible assis- 
tance to the county health unit, 
improve the system of collect- 
ing revenues. For instance we 
have collected far less than we 
should have in dog tax revenue. 

*T intend to keep my eye on 
the roads and drainage condi- 
tions. Let's give this rich com- 
munity a place It deserves In this 
county. They say that it's "who 
you know* at county council that 
count*. Let's let them know 
there what w» know and not sit 
back and be passive. 

**I have served two years on 
the Sutton council in the past," 
said Ids Holborn, "14 year* on 
the Children's Aid bond, work- 
ed for the Red Cross during the 
and in Tbrtmto sod 
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almost went overseas. I had 
hoped to be the first woman to 
represent the community at 
county council." 

Clark Martin, third candidate 
for the reeveship said, "I have 
done my best in every respect on 
council but don't profess to be 
perfect. I do not say that I 
can't be taught something. But 
if elected reeve, I will throw my- 
self into the job, not for myself 
but for the good of the township. 

"It is true that quite a bit has 
been said about the assessment, 

I agree there can be much done. 
The people have asked for a re- 
assessment and it has got to 
come. The people showed what 
they wanted at the court of re- 
vision last Saturday. 

"I supported a $45,000 expen- 
diture on roads, part of which 
the government paid. I wanted 
the township to continue resur- 
facing the Lake Shore road and 
I have no intention of closing the 
lake shore road. However I am 
in favor of diverting traffic to 
the Metropolitan road." 

The Metropolitan road is the 
former radial line which runs in 
a straight line almost parallel 
to the lake shore from Keswick 
to Jackson's Point. 

"In previous years," said Mr. 
Martin, "council has used 3,500 
to 5,000 yards of gravel on roads 
which was not sufficient. This 
year it has used 6,000 yards and 
it was well distributed. 

"If I am elected I shall repre- 
sent you and fight for the town- 
ship and keep a united township. 
We want the farmers and the 
Lake Shore owners in perfect 
harmony. 

"I was told that this year we 
could get a park on the lake 
shore given to us. At first I 
found little response on council 
but we recently signed a lease 
for land suitable for parking 
near the Salvation Army camp 
north of Island Grove for a dol- 
lar for 10 years. In return we 
must give adequate police pro- 
tection there and supervision of 
children crossing the lake shore 
road." Mr. Martin said later 
that he would produce all coun- 
cil minutes to show anyone what 
he has done In the past and what 
policies he supported. 

Deputy Reeve's Office 

Mrs. Arline Link, a candidate 
for the deputy-reeveship said 
that her purpose was for a good 
administration with a sound 
business basis, to have an equal- 
ized assessment and to ensure 
equal spending over the town- 
ship. 

"I couldn't believe those as- 
sessment figures," said Mrs. 
Link. "I compared L. Watson's 
assessment with that of Erwin 
Winch and also Perry Winch and 
there was a great difference. 
Mr. Watson's farm has an assess- 
ment of over $5,000 compared 
with $4,500 on Mr. Winch's 
farm." ^ * 

{Mr. Winch, while speaking 
on his nomination for Mr. King, 
had said that there was no farm 
assessment in the township that 
was higher than his per acre.) 

"We pay our representatives* j 
expenses to county council yet 
we don't hear anything about 

what they are doing" declared 
Mrs. Link. "I think that you 
have to fight for your township. 
If a business is badly managed 

it goes bankrupt. But in the 
local government, it is the tax- 
payer who has to pay and make 

up for the bad management, 
The members of council don't 
have to pay out of their pockets. 
She urged the employment of
